Wm. Marous’ Story of a Work- 
house Tragedy. 


MUST BE INVESTIGATED. 


Says Guard Gustave Krueger Beat 
Prisoner Thomas Malone, Kicked 
Him and Set His Dog On Him. 


oe 

Joseph Marcus, a Work-house prisoner, 
released Monday, tells a story’of brutality 
culminating in actual murder on the part 
of Guard Gustav Krueger that calls for 
gearching official] investigation. 

The Work-house officials are doing all 
they can to avoid investigation and are 


trying to minimige the charges they will 
have to face by asserting that there is a 
conspiracy amiong the prisoners to do them 
up 


Marcus is a spectacle peddler. He is an 
intelligent man-and not a police character. 
He went to the Work-house through in- 
ability to pay a fine for disturbing the 


peace. 

He-says he will. tell the following story 
under oath: . 

“I got to the Work-housée Tuesday after- 
noon, Oct. 15, with a number of others. We 
were placed in one cell. Two men were al- 
ready in the cell, one a cdlored man, who 
was evidently insane, and a white man, the 
one who was murdered. 

“The latter had come down Monday after- 
noon. I afterward learned that he had been 
drinking heavily when arrested. Before 
the quarry gang were brought back from 
work Assistant Superintendent Jones came 
to the cell and told me to bring the white 
man out to the doctor. The man was 
crouched down in a corner and evidently 
very sick. He could not walk and I helped 
him out of the cell. The @octor prescribed 
whisky and bromide for him. This was 
given him, and in about half am hour he 
seemed to get better and sat upon the 
bench in the corner. 

“After the men came in from work, we 
Were all taken out into the yard and lined 
up to go into the dining-room. The sick 
man still couldn’t walk alone and I was 
leading him. A guard they called ‘Gus,’ 
whose other name I! didn’t know, came up 
and ordered me to ‘let that man go.’ I let 
go, and the man fell down. 

““*Gus’ had a rawhide in his hand thick 
and hard enough to be used as.a walking 
stick. There was. a steel ferrule on the 
end. He set wpon the man as he lay on the 
ground ahd beat him on the back, -neck, 


face, head ard hands, and on the-soles of his } 


feet. The fellow's big black dog had fol- 
lowed him and he set the dog on hi 

“About this time we were all-taken into 
the dining room and I didn’t sée what fol- 
lowed. Next day, though, the man did not 
show up and I was told that he had been 
taken to the City Hospital Afterward I 
heard that he had died there. I never 
learned his name.”’ 

At the City Hospital a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter ascertained that the only prisoner 
received there from the Workhouse during 
last week was Thomas Malone. 

Investigation developed that Malone was 
the man referred to by Marcus. 

He was brought in at 9:05 o’clock Wednes- 
day morning, unconscious. No history of 
his case was furnished by the Work-house 
officials, the only information accompany- 
ing the man being the statement of his 
name. 

He was sent to Division 7, in charge of 
Dr. Pfeffer. He never regained conscious- 
ness, dying early Wednesday evening. 

Dr. Pfeffer found marks apon the man 
as from a fall, or of violence. He stated 
Wednesday to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that thera was a severe abrasion on the 
bridge of the nose, and abrasions on the 
left hand. He diagnosed the case as hem- 
orrhage of the bran, and the autopsy proved 
him to have been correct. 


“The man was evidently an alcoholic,” 
gaid Dr. Pfeffer Wednesday. ‘“‘And in his 
condition any blow upon the face or head 
would have produced hemorrhage of the 
brain. The lesion, however, might have re- 
sulted merely from the fact that he was 
an alcoholic and that his brain was dis- 


ed. 

“After the man was brought to me, I 
telephoned to the Work-house to secure 
geome information on which I could judge 
what treatment to administer. I could re- 
ceive no information whatever, the man at 
the other end of the wire giving as the 
reason the absence of the Work-house phy- 
sician.’’ ; 

The autopsy was performed and the in- 
quest held on last Friday, The former was 
perfor by Dr. Louis J. Wolfert of the 
City Hospital. It showed that there was a 
large blood clot on the left side of the 
brain, and that the brain tissues were in a 
state of decomposition. 

At the inquest Henry Eberhard, clerk at 
the Work-house, testified that the deceased 
was sent to that institution Oct. 14, 195. 
His appearance indicated that he had been 
on a spree. As his condition was such as 
to render him unfit for work, he was sent 
to the City Hospital Oct. 16. The w'tness 
stated that Dr. Brewer, the Work-house 
physician, examined Malone on his arriva] 
there, but was unable to say what was the 
matter with him. 

Sergeant of Police J. L. Forgery of the 
Second District testified that the deceased 
was arrested . 13 at Florissant avenue 
and Ferry street, where he was found drunk 
and acti in an unbecoming manner. He 
told the witness he came to St. Louis from 
Wheeling, W. Va. 

No other witnesses were examined and 
accordingly a verdict that death was due 
to cerebral hemorrhage due to apoplexy 
was returned. 4

I didnt’ know who the fellow was, but 
afterward learned he was this same man 
Malone, I never beat him at all, and didn’t 
set my dog on him because my dog never 
comes up here. 

“As I said, there is a conspiracy here to do 
me up. One of the prisoners sent a letter 
out of here the other day about the matter.”’ 

“To whom was‘ the letter sent?’’ 

“IT don’t know. I haven’t found out yet, 
because we haven't finished investigating 
the conspiracy. These fellows don’t want 
te work and are playing off sick all the 
time. I didn’t know this man Malone was 
sick as he was, and nobody else did until 
next day, when hegwas sent to the City 
Hospital.” 

On Friday Joseph Warren was released 
from the Work-house and brought word to 
' Marcus’ friends to pay hig fine. He. too, 
told the story of Malone’s murder.

Corbett and Fitzsimmons Cannot 
Fight in Arkansas. 


SUPREME COURT DECISION. 


Ifthe Pugilists Continue Their Prepa- 
rations the Militia Will Be 
Called Out. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Oct. 23.—The Su- 
preme Court convened at 11 o’clock this 
morning and Chief Justice Bunn delivered 
the opinion of the court in the case of the 
State vs. James J. Corbett. It was an oral 
opinion in which all the associate justices 
concurred and was very brief. The court 
held that it was not netessary to pass upon 
the question of issuing a restraining order 
to prevent the meeting of Corbett and Fitz- 
simmons at Hot Springs. The principal 
question involved is the legality of the act 
of 1891, which was held to be valid in all its 
parts. This act, together with the amenda- 
tory act of 1893, makes prize-fighting a mis- 
demeanor to which is attached a fine of not 
less than $1,000 or more than $2,550, and ap- 
plies to glove contests as well as prize fights 
to a finish. The court held that the duties 
of the justices of the peace were well de- 
fined, and that the arrest of Corbett was 
in accordance with the laws; that any per- 
son who contemplated. a violation of the 
statutes was liable to arres$.on a warrant 
sworn out by any person. The magistrate 
has jurisdiction in this case, the court held, 
and when appealed to the chancellor at Hot 
Spring should have remanded the case to 
a justice of the peace. He clearly exceeded 
his authority and his decision was over- 
ruled and set aside. 

Immediately after the decision your cor- 
respondent called on Gov. Clarke, and 
asked him his opinion of the decision. ‘I 
don’t know that I have anything to say on 
the subject, except to reiterate the state- 
ment previously made by me, that there 
will be no fight at Hot Springs.”’

SILVER COINAG 


Only Subsidiary Coin Will Be 
Minted After Nov. 1. 


NO MORE SILVER DOLLARS. 


The Most Radical Step Yet Taken by 
the Treasury in the Interest 
of the Gold Standard. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 23.—The most 
important step taken by the Treasury De- 
partment since Secretary Carlisle has con- 
trolled it was taken to-day, when the Sec- 
retary ordered the suspension of all silver 
coinage extépt subsidiary coin after Nov. 1. 


The practical effect of this order is to con- 
vert all the silver bullion held by the Gov- 


ernment into gdld obligations under the 
parity clause of the Sherman act. Secre- 
tary Windom in 1889 construed the law to 
mean that all Sherman notes issued against 
the bullion were redeemable in gold. This 
construction of the law was concurred in 
by his successors, Secretaries Foster and 
Carlisle, and has been in practical opera- 
tion during the past six yéars. Under it 
$76,193,522 have been redeemed.

Miss Warr at the City 
Hospital.

The threatened strike of nurses at the 
City Hospital, owing to the extension of 
\ the authority of Miss M. E. Warr, Super- 
\intendent of Nurses, renders a review of 
the system in vogue there apropos. 


To some it appears to be directly in the | 


interests of the St. Louis Training School 
for Nurses at the expense of the tax-payers. 
The Superintenendent of Nurses is also the 
Superintendent of the Traiping School and 
is paid for her services in both. capacities. 
Most of the nurses are Training School 
students and while they are getting their 
experience at the City Hospital the Train- 
ing School is getting one-half or more of 
their wages. | 

The singular state of affairsds authorized 
by ordinance. Several years o an ordis 
nance was adopted which provided that ‘‘all 
nurses employed by the city may, to the 
extent that the institution will supply the 
same, be selected fromysthe pupils of the St. 
Louis os Sch for Nurses. They 
shall be paid in moavthly installments the 
amount now specified by ordinance for cor- 
responding positions. A. residence in the 
city for two years shall.not be necessary 
to entitle one to appointment.” Another 
section provides that “one selected from 
said institution shall be called Superintend- 
ent of Nurses and shall be paid $40 per 
month.”’ 

The words “may be selected” are used, 
but the language of the ordinance implies 
that the selection is only Hmited to the 
ability of the school tq provide them. 

No one is eligible for the position of Su- 
ape tg of Nurses who does not be- 
ong to the school. 

The Training School was organized and 
‘ financially aided by a number of philan- 
thropic ladies and gentlemen, and consid- 
erable influence was brought to bear to 
secure the passage of the ordinance. 


A casual reading of the ordinance would 
lead to the belief that the school furnished 
experienced trained nurses, and that .was 
what was understoed by most people when 
the ordinance was passed. 

This is not the fact, however. Raw re- 
cruits just entering the school as students 
are appointed nurses at the hospita] and 
paid $20 a month by the city from the start. 
The city pays them while they are getsing 
the experience, but the school gets at least 
half the money. The pupils are taken for 
sixty days on probation. During that-time 
the training school gets all their wages. 
After the probationary period, if retained, 
the pupils are allowed to retain $10 a month 
of whatever they earn during the two years 
graduation course, the training school get- 
ting the balance. ~ 

TRis system, it is claimed, works injustice 
in several ways. It is also said that prefer- 
ence is given to non-resident over home 
girls, hundreds of whom would gladly work 
for nothing to get the experience of a 
trained nurse, to say nothing of being paid 
while learning. The other training schools, 
of which there are several in the city, re- 
gard it as an injustice to them that one 
institution should get special privileges. 

It is also urged as an injustice to the 
other nurses for this reason: Under the 
agreement with the school the pupils re- 
tain only $10 a month of their wages. It is 
therefore palpably to the advantage of the 
school that the pupils be promoted. Promo- 
tions are made by the Health Commission- 
er, approved by the Board of Health, on the 
r commendation of the superintendent of 
the hospital, who in turn acts on the recom- 
mendation of the superintendent of nurses. 
In consequence training school nurses who 
have not graduated are promotedover the 
heads of experienced nurses to positions 
paying $25 and $30 a month, of ich the 
nurse only gets $10. There are graduates 
of the University of Michigan who have had 
the additional advantage of years of experi- 
ence who are paid less than some of the 
training school nurses who have not yet 
graduated. 


The prospectus of the Training School 
sets fcrth that the instruction given is 
consideréd a full equivalent for their serv- 
ices, but, except that the pupils attend lect- 
ures on stated evenings at the school, the 
instruction is given and the experience 
gained at the City Hospital, under the super- 
vision of a superintendent of nurses, paid 
by the city and also by the school. 

While the St. Louis Training Schoo! is 
thus favored, St. Luke’s Hospital pays its 
nurses nothing while they are being trained, 
and beginners are glad of the chance to 
serve in the lying-in ward of the Female 
Hospital without wages for the experience. 
The assistant: physicians at the City Hos- 
pital also gladly serve without salary for 
the same reason. In addition to salary the 
nurses receive board and washing at the 
hospital, and could lodge there, but the 
school prefers to lodge them. 

Under the city ordinance the Superin- 
tendent of Nurses should have charge of all 
the nurses, but there was so much fric- 
tion that when Heine Marks was Super- 
intendent he would not allow her in the 
surgical ward at all, and her control was 
limited to the nurses of her own school. 
The restoring to her of the real authority 
contemplated by the ordinance has brought 
out afresh all the latent antipathy to her 
of the nurses not of the Training School. 

The fifteen or twenty nurses at the City 
Hospital are in a state of apprehensive un- 
certainty. Since Miss Warr was given full 
power as head nurse they have been in 
momentary anticipation of losing their po- 
sitions. 

Miss Warr says that only a few of them 
will go. Those she does let out will be re- 
placed by nurses from the Training School. 

“My position in this matter has never 
been explained,’’ said Miss Warr. ‘Ten 
years ago, when the Training School for 
Nurses was established in this city, it was 
an imposstbility to get good nurses. When 
the school was fairly under way other 
schools were organiz and a large number 
of nurses was the result. Prior to that 
time it was almost an impossibility to get 
a well-educated and cultured woman to go 
into the City Hospital as a nurse, because 
it was considered lowering. Now things 
have changed. Many of the nurses here 
are among the best young women of the 
city. Our training school does now as it 
did then. It took recruits with the under- 
standing that for the first year’s work the 
school was to get $10 of the nurse’s salary 
when she had secured a position, and on 
the second year and those following $8. 
If the nurse happens to get out of work 
she can come to the training school and 
live until she finds employment. Now, this 
is what our nurses’ training sch6dol is. 
Nurses from other schools are complaining 
against us because they say we have a 
monopoly on the city institutions. This is 
foolishness, for there is a big demand for 
trained nurses all over the country, and 
these nurses if they are efficient can get 
a position at any time. Any efficient nurse 
may hold a position at the City Hospital. 
In years gone by, when nurses were scarte, 
an ordinance was passed authorizing the 
hospital to get its nurses from our school, 
and this ordinance still exists, but is not 
carried out to the letter.” 

Miss Gardiner, one of the nurses at the 
hospital, stated Monday that she desired it 
understood that when she called upon Dr.

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A BRIGHTER OUTLOOK. 


It Is Now Thought ‘the Y. M. ©. A 
Building Will Be Finished. 


The outlook now for the completion this 
season of the handsome Y. M. C. A. build- 
ing, corner of Grand and Franklin avenues, 
is decidedly promising, and the gentlemen 
at the head of the enterprise are feeling 
more hopeful than at any time since the 
work has been stopped. 

Since the article showing the urgent need 


of money and the benefits to be derived 
from its expenditure was published in last 
Saturday’s Post-Dispatch, the committee 
endeavoring to raise the $650,000 required to 
complete the building has received several 
handsome subscriptions and others are 
promised at an early date. Only yesterday 
a well-known gentleman gave a check for 
$250, saying it was prompted by the article 
he had read in the Post-Dispatch. 

Mr. T. S. McPheeters, president of the 
local Y. M. C. A., and chairman of the 
Building Committee, is quite confident of 
securing sufficient subscriptions to warrant 
the letting of the contract for heating ap- 
paratus at the meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors next week. This will require about 
$6,500. If this is done the store rooms can be 
finished at once and rented and a source of 
revenue thus created. Mr. McPheeters told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that the interest 
in the completion of the institution was not 
confined to the wealthy, but the very class 
of artisans and working people whom it is 
planned to reach are greatly interested in 
the plan. Only yesterday a German car- 

nter met Mr. McPheeters and expressed 

is great regret at the Be pete h | of the 
work not being completed this winter. The 
carpenter has two sons whom he is anxious 
to have enter the institution and take ad- 
vantage of the educational facilities. Thus 
it is seen that all classes are interested. 

Mr. McPheeters says his plans for the 
educational department are not experi- 
mental. They have been successfully tried, 
and he cites the experience of the move- 
ment in Dayton, Ohio, as an example. The 
population of Dayton embraces many per- 
sons employed in the various manufac- 
tories, and it was to better the condition of 
these that the effort was put forth. A fore- 
man of one of the large factories was in- 
vited to a meeting and was asked what the 
working og. people needed to better their 
condition. e said what they most 
needed was a more intelligent comprehen- 
sion of their duty and information as to how 
to do it. With this in view an invitation 
was extended and 300 young men joined 
the institution. At first it was a difficuit 
matter to arrange so that factory working- 
men and bank clerks and young. men of 
commercial pursuits would feel é¢asy to- 
gether. But after three months’ work it 
was difficult to distinguish the one from 
the other by dress or by conversation. 
Thus the fictitious barrier that exists be- 
tween those who.work with their hands and 
those who work with a pen was removed, 
and both classes feel the better for it. The

MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


Waterworks and City Hall Construc- 
tion Receive Attention. 


Tuesday’s session of the Municipal As- 
sembly was uneventful. 

The special committee appointed by the 
Council to examine into the causes of the 
break in the waterworks at the Chain of 


Rocks reported as to the existing conditions 
and recommended that a competent engineer 
be employed to devise plans to prevent 
breaks in the future. The bill to improve 
Union avenue was recommitted. The orii- 
nances authorizing the Merchants’ Brid 
Terminal Co. to construct a track on Main 
street and an extension by the Southern 
Electric Railway Co. were laid over. A 
bill giving the ealth Department $13,500 
additional was introduced, together with a 
number of smaller measures. 

In the House of Delegates the Council res- 
olution, providing for a committee to inves- 
tigate the new City Hall, was taken up 
and amended in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of President McMath. The 
Board of Public Improvements introduced 
bills for extending the sewer system in the 
southern part of the city. A number of 
relief bills were reported by the Committee 
on Engrossed and Enrolled Bills, most of 
which were vassed. 

The Council adjourned until next Frida 
afternoon at 5 o'clock. The House will 
meet Friday evening at 7 o’clock.

AMBASSADOR BAYARD’S SNUB. 


If, as the cable reports aver, Premier 
Salisbury has snubbed Ambassador Bay- 
ard, it is not because he is not afraid to 
insult the United States, but because he 
has taken the measure of their represent- 
ative and is confident that the man will 
submit to a snubbing from the aristo- 
cratic chief of the British Government. 

It must be admitted that Ambassador 
Bayard’s conduct has given Lord Salis- 
bury ground upon which to base this 
contemptuous judgment of him. 

Ambassador Bayard appears to have 

interpreted his embassy to England as 
a mission from American society to Brit- 
ish society to express the profound ad- 
miration of Americans for British institu- 
tions, their great respect for the British 
aristocracy and their debt of gratitude 
to the British people for having permitted 
them to have ancestors in common. He 
has posed as “‘the great and good friend’’ 
of England and his popularity with the 
british public shows how successfully he 
has accomphshed his self-imposed task. 

It cannot be denied that Mr. Bayard 
has truckled tg Great Britain in recent 
negotiations, Frequent intimations have 
come from official circles in Washington 
that the chief obstacle in the way of an 
assertion of American rights in Downing 
street is the subservient attitude of Am- 
bassador Bayard towards the English 
and his influence with the President.

COMMERCIAL TRAVELERS AS CONSULS. 


In an article published by the New York 
Sun, Mr. G. Wilfred Pearce of Boston 


travelers to the consular service of the 
United States. . ~ 

Mr. Pearce’s idea is that under the im- 
proved system.pby which the consulg are 
required to send annual reports contain- 
ing all available mformation of Value 
to home manufacturers and merchants 
with a view to promoting commerce the 
-commercial travelers would be most use- 
ful in consular places. He cites two in- 
stances of commercial travelers, one in 
Japan and the other in South Africa, 
who not only sold enormous quantities 
of American goods, but obtained prac- 
tical information of the commercial ¢on- 
dition and needs of those countries which 
proved of great value to American man- 
ufacturers. 

The principle of selection underlying 
Mr. Pearce’s suggestion is excellent. The 
consuls should be active, able and prac- 
tical business men, They’ should not 
be broken-down politicians and profes- 
sional men as they too often are now. 
Among business men no class is better 
titted by training to fill these places to 
best advantage than the commercial 
travelers who make a life study of the 
needs of thé people and the best methods 
of introducing and selling goods and 
quickening trade.

THE BARRACKS AND THE CITY. 


It is gratifying to note that Col. Henry, 
the new commander of Jefferson Bar- 
racks, has progressive ideas with regard 
to his post. 

His plan of enlarging the post and 
bringing it into closer communication 
with St. Louis is excellent and should re- 
ceive the cordial support of the people 
of the city. 

Jefferson Barracks has heretofore been 
@ mere recruiting station and of little 
value to the city. Perhaps no other mil- 
itary station in the country has contrib- 
uted less to either the gaiety or the profit 
of its neighboring city than the Barracks, 
In most cases the posts serve as at- 
tractive features not only in a social 
way, but in a general way as pleasant 
resorts where the people can get a 
glimpse of army life and view military 
parades and drills. 

The Barracks should be a full regi- 
mental post and a supply depot. But 
even if it is not enlarged or improved, 
it should be brought into closer com- 
munication with the city by rapid tran- 
sit. The city can well afford to grant 
what slight concessions are necessary to 
secure the extension of one or more street 


car lines to the reservation.

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THE NEW STRILET NAMES. 

In the estimate of cost of the new 
street names is included a lot of cedar 
posts on which to najl the signs. Why 
are these posts needed, and why cannot 
the signs be placed on the corners of the 
houses, at a convenient height for read- 
ing them? 

Now that there is an electric light at 
every street intersection, if the signs are 
properly painted they could be seen 
as well at night as in the day if placed 
on the house corners. They would also 
be secure from the depredations of van- 
dals. 

There are already enough posts and 
poles on the streets, in all kinds of posi- 
tions and states of dilapidation. Several 
thousand cedar posts with street names 
on them will only add to the rude, village- 
like appearance of most of our streets. 
There is no need for this’ wilderness of 
poles and posts, and to set them up is 
to confess ourselves destitute of taste or 
ordinary expediente, 

In most large cities the street names 
are on the corners of the houses. A 
house is likely to stand much longer than 
a cedar post. It has two corners on which 
to place the signs, If they are merely 
tacked to posts, they wing? anegd become 
as unsightly and useless the old street 
signs on the telegraph poles.

That it is the duty of the Chairman of the 
State Central Committee to proceed in con- 
formity with the opinions and desires of 
the majority of the party, and not accord- 
ing to his own sweet will, is undeniable.

PUBLIC WOOL WAREHOUSE, 


Movement on Feot to Use the Old ! 


Armory for That Purposes. 


The much-talked-about public wool ware- 
house in St. Louis begins to look like_a cen- 
tainty. A movement is afoot to turn the 
present Armory building into one, providing 


the militia disbands the first of the year, as 
now seems imminent. 

Banker Louis C. Nelson, who owns the 
Armory, has just returned from New York 
and when seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
as to what disposition he would make of the 
building, said: “I hope some arrange- 
ment can be made whereby it will not be 
necessary for the soldier bo to give up 
their present home. What will do with 
the Armory building I have not yet deter- 
mined. The site is too far from the busi- 
ness center to make an office building, and 
the only thing it could be used for would 
be a manufacturing plant or a warehouse. 
For either, the present building would be 
admirably adapted. 

“Several gentlemen have been to see me 
with a view of securing it for a public wool 
warehouse. That is as geieewe, | which has 
been long talked of, and something that 8t. 
Louis needs badly: If the scheme were 
carried through it would be a material ad- 
vantage to St. Louis business interests. 
New York, Boston and nearly all the East- 
ern cities have wool warehouses. 

“If this warehouse idea is carried out the 
bankers will then be in a position to ad- 
vance money on wool as they do on wheat 
in elevators. As it is now, the wool is s0 
scattered it is impossible to make loans. 

‘‘Whether they take my building or not, 
I want to see a public wool warehouse be- 
come a part of St. Louis business enter- 
prise.”’

Wiggins Ferry Co.; Henry W. Gays, general 
freight agent of the Bluff Line, who was 
formerly general freight agent of one of the 
companies in the combine; Wm. C. Merry, 
trafic manager for the Anheuser-Busch 
Brewing Co., and Mr. Muehlberg, an em- 
ploye of the Anheuser-Busch company, who 
makes out the rebate bills against the pg 
combine and the railroads and attends, to 
the collection of the money. 

Any one of these witnesses is.in posseg- 
sion of evidence enough to secure the in- 
dictment of the manipulators of the pool, 
but whether the Grand-jury will bring out 
that evidende is another matter. For in- 
stance, Mr. Baulch is said to know all about 
the rebates granted Anheuser-Busch by the 
Wiggins Ferry Company and W. 8S. Hodges, 
another witness, knows-he knows it. Yet 
Mr. Baulch may decline to divluge any- 
thing. It is understood that he has heen 
instructed by the attorney of the Wiggins 
Ferry Company to refuse to answer any 
leading question. The Supreme Court has 
been asked to construe a section of the 
Interstate Commerce law governing what 
questions witnesses shall answer. 

This fact will undoubtedly be taken ad- 
vantage of by corporation counsel to pre- 
vent witnesses from answering questions 
that might incriminate their employers.

The complexion of the Grand-jury itself 
is not favorable to the indictment of the 
men in the combine. There are several mem- 
bers of it whose sympathies are naturally on 
the side of the corporations, and at least 
one who may know a whole lot about the 
way the Interstate Commerce law is con- 

inually violated by the payment of re- 
ates. He may also know a good deal about 
he discriminations made in rates by the 
mbine that is to be investigated. It would 

‘quire very strong evidence to convince 

‘rtain of them that any law has been vio- 
lated, and unless it is of such a damaging 
natewe that it can not be ignored it is not 
reasonable, all things considered, to ex- 
pect any indictments.

| CAUSED BY SMITH’S CASE, 


a 


Officer Presser, Who Did the Shooting, | 


Said to Be Trying to Aid ‘as 
Lee. Smith, 


Albert T. Palmer, 2012\North Tenth street, 
was shot in the left hand by officer Prosser 
Tuesday night -while Palmer and some 
friends were trying to prevent the arrest 
of Tourvilie Palmer, the 16-year-old son of 
the wounded man.. ca. 

The shooting occurred at ‘Clinton street 
and Broadway, where Prosser was trying to 
get his prisoner on a cable car to take him, 
to O'Fallon Park Station. 

After the shooting Palmer and George 
Blumeyer, a Madison street grocer, who was 
in the crowd, were placed under arrest, 
charged with interfering with an officer. _ 

Capt. Phillips‘of the Fourth District has 
furnished Chief Harrigan the following re- 
port of the affair: “About 8:45 p. m. yester- 
day, while Officer Prosser and Officer Lee 
Smith, who ig at present under suspension, 
were walking along Tenth, between Madi- 
son and Clinton streets, Tourville Palmer 
began to shout at them, calling Smith 
names. Prosser hid behind a tree and saw 
Palmer start to run. He placed him under 
arrest and started to take him jo O’Fallon 
Park Station. He resisted and Prosger 
called upon Smith to assist him. While they 
were going east on Clinton street George 
Blumeyer grabbed Prosser by the shoulder 
and said: ‘You can’t take that boy; ifyou 
do I'll break your face you — — -——.’ 
Prosser pushed him back and Palmer's 


father came up and demanded that his son 
be turned loose. As the officers were trying 
to place Palmer on a Broadway car his 
father assaulted Prosser with a club. The 
officer drew: his revolver and Palmer struck 
his arm, causing the weapon to be dis- 
charged, and Palmer was wounded in the 
hack of the left hand. Prosser states the 
reason he didn’t want to bring the prisoner 
to this station was because Palmer said he 
had a pull in the Fourth District.” 


Chief Harrigan began investigating the 
affair this morning and the statements 
made by several witnesses place Prosser 
and Smith in such a light that the Grand- 
jury may take hold of the matter and. as- 
certain what right Prosser and Smith have 
to intimidate boys who are the chief wit- 
nesses against Smith in a criminal case 
now pending against him and which will be 
tried in November. ‘ 

Lee Smith is the officer who was suspended 
by. Chief Harrigan last May, when charges 
of a. character that cannot be published 
were filed with the Police Board against. 
him. Later he was indicted and his trial 
was to have begun last Monday, but was 
continued until next month. 

Smith was a patrolman in the Fourth 
District and a number of boys residing on 
Tenth, Madison, Clinton, Monroe and Mar- 
ket streets were witnesses against him. 
Among them was Tourville Palmer, and 
during the past two months Smith is said to 
have been spying around in that neighbor- 
hood in the alleged search for evidence in 
his own behalf. He sent for young Palmer 
to meet him once at Ninth and Madison 
streets, but the boy refused to go. 

Prosser, whose beat is in that neighbor- 
hood, seems to be an intimate friend of 
Smith’s and the two are frequently seen 
together.

Two Men Rob a New York Store of 
$10,000 Worth of Goods. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—Two men have been 

arrested here, who, in three years, accord- 
ing to the confession of one of them, have
